clearance and names, ranks and positions of persons assigned to his unit. 

The female attempted to elicit information by informing Source that FCS 

had ‘nany followers ‘with high security clearances. [___ tated that he 

divulged no defense informatidn or gave evasive and false answers to those 
questions that concerned his military assignment. During the above inter- 

view, there was an interruption by a young unidentified black male who e 
wanted a paper that he had given to the woman that was questioning Source. 

The black male stated several times that he had a-‘Top Secret Clearance and 

needed to get the paper back. The black male was told not to worry about 

it since any information provided was just between the FCS and him. Source 

was unable to identify any of the persons ‘with whom he had associated at 

the FCS.

I think that he--- 
probably expressed his distrust of the organization at other times throughout -- 

_ the afte and that might have been the reason for theix comments concerning his~ 
test, We got back to Georgetowm about 1710 hours that afternoon. 1 attended the--~ 
communications skills classes at the Church on 30 and 31 August arid 2 September. The a 
classes ran from about 1930 hours to aj 2200 hours. First in the classes they--- 

' would have you listen to tape recordin meexning communicating. Next in the— 
classes they would have you sit in a chair, close your eyes and relax to get rid- 
of all your tensions and anxieties. Later two people sat opposite éath other and 
did the same thing. Later they had two people sit facing each other and one would-~* 
talk saying things to upset the other. The object of that was to relax and not let- 
the other person upset you. Next, again two people would sit opposite and one--<--~- 
person would try to distract the other in any way. The other person was supposed to 
remain transfixed and not respond to anything the other person did or said. Then--- 
they would try it with the other person baiting you. Both persons had their eyes- 
open during the last three exercises and you were ‘co concentrate on -being relaxed--- 
and not responding to the other person. It was interesting. During the evening of- 
2 September 1976, during a class break at approximately 2130 hours, I was asked by-- | 
the teacher to go to a room and talk with someone. I went to this room and a female ‘ 
Said Hi to me and I said Hi to her. She said something to the effect of "We want to 
find out more about you" then she asked me to sit down. I sat, and she started---~- 
asking questions. She asked my name, where I lived and what my phone number was. 
I told her that. She then asked where my parents Lived and I told her that they- 
were divorced.. She asked where they were and I told her that my mother was in New:

He said that he had a Top Secret clearance and that- 
hhe-had to get-back-the piece of paper that she had, gotten from him earlier in the- 
day.. She told him that there was nothing to worry about and that everything sha] | 
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e@ had told her would be kept in confidence between him and en eduren and that it-- 
would go no further. She went out into the hall outside the room and closed the --- 
door for a few minutes then. I don't know what else was said. While she was out of 
the room, I looked over the petition that was between her chair and mine on the----- 
table and saw that she had written my name and telephone number on a piece of paper- 
and to the right of that an inch or so, she had written "Confidential Information,—- 
White House Clearance." When she came back in the room, she said that I was not to- 
worry, everything that was said was just between me and the Church. She also said.
